co into the United States for work on 
railroad construction in Texas, has been 
determined by the department of justice 
at the instance of the department-of com- 


merce. and labor. 

The question was whether men em- 
ployed as laborers on railroad construc- 
[tion were “skilled” or ‘‘unskilled’’ In the 
| meaning of the law. The department of 
justice, through an opinion rendered by 
Acting Attorney General Charles H. 
Robb, has decided that the men are “un- 
skilled’ laborers and that, therefore, can- 
not, under the law, be admitted into the 
country under contract, 

The decision says in part: 

‘In the act, which is now in force, 
the distinction between the two classes 
of jabor is still maintained: It is therein 
provided that neither class shall be 
brought in under contract. No exception 
whatever is contained in the act in re- 
apect to unskilled labor, but ! is provided 
that skilled labor may be Imported under 
certain conditions. That there is a dif- 
ference in fact.. and in law between 
skilled and unskilled labor is too plain 
to admit of argument. 

“It must also be presumed that con- 
gress was mindful of this difference in 
the enactment of this law. It is cer-

double track road between New York, 
Pittsburg and Chicago. They seem to 
ignore the fact that I and my associates 
have had engineer and surveyor forces 
in the fleld for three years, and that we 
now have franchises and rights of way 
for our lines from the eastern to the 
western borders of Pennsylvania. 

“Our lines between Pittsburg and New 
York will be less than 380 miles in 
length, and-at a rate of $150,000 a mile 
for construction and a reasonabe amount 
for equipment, which ts far above the 
average, the cost would be only about 
$50,000,000. West of Pittsburg the con- 
struction work will be far less expensive. 
After we get 80 miles west of that city 
we will strike flat, prairie land, where 
we can construct a double track road 
for less than $50,000. 

“Our proposed line is 65 miles shorter 
than. that of the Pennsylvania between 
Pittsburg and New York. The surveys 
we have made to Chicago give us a route 
100 miles shorter than that of the Penn- 
Sylvania and Fort Wayne, !60 miles 
shorter than the New York Central and 
185 mies shorter than the Erie. 

“Our maximum grades eastbound are 
20 feet to the mile throughout the route, 
while the route via the Pennsylvania 
grades up the western. slope of the 
Alleghenies are 60 feet to the mile."’ Mr. 
Ramsey, while admitting that he has 
foreign financial aid to some extent in 
his project, still refused to disclose the 
nature of his backing or name his asso- 
clates. 

“Entrance into Chicago is a compara- 
tively easy matter,” he said. ‘‘There aro 
several belt lines from which it is possi- 
ble to ‘ease terminal facilities.’’ 

The New York-Pittsburg line, Mr. Ram- 
sey believes, will be constructed in three 
years.

DR. A. M. WYNNE 
PASSES AWAY 


Venerable Figure in South- 
ern Methodism Is Taken 
Away by Death.

Columbus, G4., 
Dr. A. M.. Wynne, 
men of the Southern Methodist Episcopal 
church, died this afternoon at an. ad- 
vanced age, after having been in ill 
health for a number of years. Dr. Wynne 
joined the Georgia Methodist conference 
at Marietta, in January, !849, and served 
it faithfully for over half a century, his 
last charge being e* “-  dersville in 1900. 
He was one of the cwo first mission- 
aries sent by the Southern Methodist 
church to the Calhfornia gold fields in 
1850, and spent severa! years tbere. 

Dr. Wynne filled numerous charges in 
the South Georgia conference, and was 
repeatedly pastor of St. Luke's church 
in this’ city, being more thoroughly 
identified with Methodism in this city 
than any other living man. ite was pas- 
tor of St. Luke’s church just before the 
war, when the historic revival occurred 
in which there were hundreds of con- 
verts. 

He was pastor of a Savannah churenh 
during the latter part of the war, when 
that city was occupled by federals, and 
the unicn soldiers fell into the habit of 
attending his services in large numbers, 
many of them were pleased with his 
sermons, while others took displeasure 
at the open manner in which he espoused 
the cause of the. confederacy. At onc 
time certain of the federais threatened tc 
have the church seized and placed in 
Charge of a chaplain of their own, who 
wou.d preach acceptably in every way, 
and pray for the success of the nerthern 
arms. The preacher was not discouraged 
or intimidate@® however, notwithstanding 
the fact that he received some threaten- 
ing letters from certain federals, but con- 
tinued his course serenely. The majority 
of the unfon soldiers were pleased, and 
one of them published a communication 
commending him highly.

RICHMOND GETS. 
ALL BACK TAXES 


Supreme Court Denies Plea 
of Other Counties 


Stock of Western of Alabama Owned 
by Georgia Railroad Only Tax- 
able in Richmond—Other Im- 
portant and Interest- 
ing Decisions. 


Judge Pendleton’s decree in the cuse 
of Greene and other counties, and Uniou 
Point and other municipalities, againe. 
Comptroller General Wright, denying the 
mandamus sought for the purpose of coiu- 
pelling the comptroller general to issue a 
fl, fa. in favor of said counties aoi 
towns against the Georgia Railroad and 
Banking Company for the proportion of 
taxes claimed by each of thee tuwnsg and | 
counties on 15,000 shares of Western of 
Alabama raliway stock, upon which ths 
Sompany owed back taxes for the years 
1896 to 1906, inclusive, was affirmed yes- 
terday by the decision of the supreme 
court. 

Judge Pendleton held that this stock, 
although intangible personal property, 
has its situs at the home office of thc 
corporation; at Augusta, in the county 
of Richmond, and that the back taaeys 
were due and payable to that city ana 
eounty. He, therefore, denied the prayer 
for mandamus. : ' 

The counties set up the plea that the 
back taxes due on the Stock in question 
should be prorated among the several 
town and counties traversed by the Gec.- 
gia railroad; that the stock stood in the 
Same position as to taxation as did the 
rolling stock of the company. 

History of the Case. 

It will be recalled that the main brauch 
of this case, involving the question of 
not the state could collect 
back taxes on these shares of stock was 
decided last spring by the supreine court 
in favor of the state, ani this question 
will be finally determined by the United 
States supreme court to which the rati- 
road company will take an-appeal. [ve 
case of the Centra! of Georgia Railway 
Compgny is identical with this ‘atter 
Case, and was decided by the state su- 
preme court in the same way. 

It is understood that Hon. Boytin 
Wright, leading counsel for Richmord 
county, and the city of Augusta, in the 


case decided yesterday, will :eceive a! 
fee of $75,000 in this case should the 
railroad finally be compelled to pay these 
back taxes to Augusta and Richmoniu 
county.

circuit,. and Judge Freeman, of the 
Coweta cireuit, to make-up a full bench. 
All the justices conurred in the opinion. 
The syllabus of the court is as follows: 

“Stock in a nonresident railroad cor- 
poration owned by a domestic railroad 
company is taxable for county and mu- 
nicipal purposes in that county and city 
wherein the principal office of such corpo- } 
ration is fixed by its charter or by law. 
Such property is ‘located’ property in the 
meaning of the law of this state pro- 
viding the machinery for distributing the 
property of railroad companies for 
county and municipa! taxation.” 


Fire Company Held Liable. 

That a policy of fire insurance, con- 
taining the clause that the policy may 
ibe cancelled by the.company wpon the 
return of the premium to the insured 
after five days written notice, is binding 
upon the insurance company until the ex- 
piration of the eaid five days notice is 
the decision handed down yesterday by 
the state supreme court in the case of 
the Home Insurance Company of New 
York, plaintiff in error, against the Chat- 
tahoochee Lamber Company, of Savan- 
nah. 

The lumber company, whose plant is at 
Donaldgsonville ,insured the same (for 
$20,000 with the said insurance company 
and on February 19, 1903, mailed a check 
to the insurance company for $1,410 to 
cover the premium. On February 2! the 
insurance company wrote to the lumber 
company, at Savannah, enclosing a check 
for $1,292.50, unearned premium, and no- 
iifled the company that because of dis- 
Satisfaction with the character of the 
risk, they had cancelled the policy, and 
requested that the policies be returned. 
The managing official of the company 
dictated a letter, acknowledging receipt 
of the check for unearned premhum, and 
enclosed the insurance = policy. <At 2 
o'clock that gfternoon the lumber plant 
burned down, and subsequently the fum- 
ber company brought suit for the récov- 
ery of the $20,000 in Decatur superior 
cours. Judge Spence directed a-verdict 
in favor of the lumber company, from 
which the insurance company took an ap- 
peal to the supreme court, which affirmed 
the judgment of the lower court; Justice 
Lumpkin dissenting.

Uncle Sam's Business With 
His Outlying Lands 


Growth of Twenty Per Cent in ths 
Shipments to Alaska, Hawaii 
and Porto Rico— The 
Philippine Commerce 
Falls Ofé. 


Washingtoh: August 17.—The trade of 
the United States with its contiguous 
territories in the fiscal year just ended 
amounted to $119,304.5!!. A bulletin to- 
day by the department of ecommerce ang 
labor says: 

‘The shipments to 
territories atounted 
against $43,500,000 in the fiscal year 
1905, this growth of about 20 per cent 


occurring in the shipments to Alaska, 
Hawaii and Porto Rico, but. especially 
Porto Rico, while to the Philippines there 
was a reduction of about three-fourths 
of a million dollars. The merchandise 
Shipped from the non-contiguous terri- 
tory to the United States amounted to 
sixty-seven and two-thirds million dol- 
lars, against seventy-five and one-fourth 
millions in the preceding year, this fall 
occurring almost exclusively in the 
shipments from the Hawatlian islands and 
being due chiefly to the decrease 
the value of sugar. 
Hawaii Sugar Imported. 

‘The quantity of raw sugar sent from 
Hawaii to the United States was 71/2,- 
000,000 pounds, against 811,000,000 the 
preceding year, but the value was but 
$24,000,000, against $34,000,000 in the 
preceding years. 

“From Alaska the shipments to the 
United States also show a slight reduec- 
tion due to a decrease in canned salmon 
shipped to the United States from ninety- 
two and one-half million pounds in 1905 
to elghty-six and one-half millions in 
1906. 

“From Porto Rico the shipments to the 
United States were over nineteen mil- 
lions, against fifteen and one-half mil- 
lions in 1905. 

“This increase occurs chiefly in sugatf 
and cigars. 

“The value of gold of domestic pro- 
duction shipped from Alaska to the 
United States in (906 was twelvé and 
one-half million dollars, against nine mil- 
lions the preceding year, and of foreign 
gold seven and one-half millions, against 
ten and three-fourths millions, this ‘for- 
eign gold’ being the product of mines 
in the adjacent British territory shipped 
to the United States through Alaa

He appointed some 
of them because they hebkped defeat his 
present allies, Seab Wright and Tom 
Watson.”

| They alsa assured me that if we accept- 
eq it, other states in the union would do 
the same as North Carglina, because 
everybody, with the exception of the pres- 
ident, recognizes the reason and justice 
of Colombia's position.’’ 

Senor Mendoza has arranged to dis- 
tribute broadcast in Colombia copies of 
|his ‘vitriolical letter. It may be said, 
j}however, as is often the case, that they 
have been seized and confiscated. Un- 
lider the circumstanees the former min- 
ister becomes by fis own action an exiie 
from his cpuntry, at least during the ten- 
ure of President Reyes.
